OBTAINS GOLD 
FROM MERCURY

BERLIN, 
July 17.—A German 


•dentist, Dr. Adolf Miethe, has dis- 
covered a method for "making" gold 
out of one of the baser elements. 
Dr. Miethe is professor of the Char- 
lottenhurg university of engineering 
and a widely known scientist. 


In cooperation with his assistant, 


Dr. H. 
Stammerich, 
Professor 


Miethe has succeeded in obtaining 
gold from the decomposition of mer- 
cury by the introduction of electrical 
energy. Mercury, the scientist has 
discovered, decomposes under cer- 
tain conditions to helium and gold, 
the precious metal being left as a 
residue while,the helium passes off 
in the formTjf gas. 
The discovery, it is emphasized, Is 


as jet of no commercial importance 
as it is very expensive. 


"The discovery that under certain 


conditions gold may be obtained 
from mercury, like many of the most 
important discoveries of science, re- 
sulted from an incident at observa- 
tion, which by careful, systematic re- 
search yielded astounding results," 
Professor Miethe states. 


"Early in April, this year, in co- 


operation with my private assistant, 
Dr. Stammerich, I succeeded in ef- 
fecting the decomposition of mer- 
cury which led to the production of 
gold. 
"So far thru the researches of M. 


and Madame Curie the scientific 
world knew of the composition of 


radium into helium (gas) and altho 
it was believed mercury also was 
capable of decomposition, this never 
had been brought about. 
"For years I conducted research 


along this line, attempting to change 
the color of certain 
transparent 


minerals thru a form of the socalled 
ultra-violet rays. For this purpose 
I used the well known mercury 
lamps, that is tubes filled with mer- 
cury the fumes of which radiate 
ultra-violet rays. 


"In June last year I began use of 


a new type of mercury lamp or so- 
called electric arc furnace. 
- "It was found that if electric cur- 
rent introduced into this apparatus 
is too strong, a black residue results 
inside the lamp. 
"An analysis of this residue shows 


it contained among other substances 
—gold "

BROUGH, England, July 
17.— 


Lieut Lowell Smith and his com- 
rades of the United States army 
•world flight arrived safely at Brough 
today, having flown from Croydon 
airdrome outside London, in two 
hours. 


The leading 
plane, piloted by 


Smith, landed at 1:10 p. m. and 
others a moment later. 
They left 


Croydon at 11:10 a. m. 


Here, the fliers will remain until 
July 25, while their planes are 
equipped wtih pontoons for the 
homeward journey across the At- 
lantic via the Orkneys, Iceland, 
Greenland and Laborador. 
But 7,- 


000 miles remain to be covered he- 
fore the fliers will have completed 
tbeir world journey. 


A small group of British air service 


officials waved farewell ana "bon 
voyage" as 
the 
three American j 


planes took the air from Croydon 
airdrome at 11:10 
a. m., soared 


southward to gain altitude, and then 
swung about and made off on a bee- 
line for Brough. 


Before 
taking 
off, Lieutenant 


Smith expressed 
confidence that 


Major MacLaren, the the British air- 
man who was reported 
missing 


somewhere in the Kuriles islands 
noreastward of Japan, was safe. 


"Probably he landed at one of the 


hundreds of small islands abounding 
in that region," Smith said, hope- 
fully. He said the fishermen of the 
region were aware of the world 
flights and would do everything in 
their power to help MacLaren. 
Three new engines, such as will j 


be required when the planes are 
equipped for sea flight, and three 
sets of floats were lined up in readi- 
ness for the Americans when they 
arrived. 


A big force of mechanics was on 


hand, with orders to speed up the 
work, which, it is estimated, will re- 
quire three days.

The fact that 
none of the legislatures of the past 
ever imagined such a situation as 
has arisen makes it all the more 
probable that the courts would clear 
the way for the new organization, 
they argue. 


Their present plans do not include 


any effort to avail themselves of the 
skeleton organization of the progres- 
sive party, but to proceed to develop 
their own organization from the 
ground up. As one of their spokes- 
men put it, "We don't want to be 
troubled by any Inheritances of past 
quarrels or complications."

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Shells 


fell within half a block of the Amer- 
ican consulate at Sao Paulo when 
fdeeral forces were bombarding the 
stronghold of the Brazilian revolt on 
July 12, the state department was 
advised today in a cable from Sao 
Paulo dated July 12. The consulate 
was undamaged, however, the mes- 
sage stated. 


Six persons in the hotel D'Oeste 


were killed when a shell struck the 
building, the message said. The in- 
dustrial 
center, 
Braz, is being 


bombed and is practically deserted 
by its inhabitants. 


The city of Sao Paulo is sur- 


rounded 
by 15,000 federal 
troops, 


who are bombarding rebel forces, 
located there, the state department 
cable from Santos, dated yesterday, 
stated. 


Three thousand well equipped gov- 


ernment troops arrived in Santos 
July 16 and entrained in the direc- 
tion of Sao Paulo, the Santos cable 
declared. 


Government forces are bombarding 


Sao Paulo from Yprianga and other 
places, according to the advices from 
Sao Paulo. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 17.—The 


situation in Brazil, where the army 
of the state of Sao Paulo has re- 
belled, is very acute, the newspaper 
La Razon understands ^from an of- 
ficial source today. 


The rebellion was prepared by im- 


portant chieftains of the Brazilian 
army, according to the newspaper's 
information, with the aid of high po- 
litical leaders of the state of Sao 
Paulo, who are in contact with the 
revolutionary elements 
of other 


states. 


"A big banking house, believed to 


have official connections," is financ- 
ing the revolt. 


The revoltuionary troops comprise 


about 6,000 men, with abundant sea- 
terials. 


The movement has as its primary 


purpose the establishment of a new 
federal regime and will demand com- 
plete amnesty for participants in the 
uprising in Rio De Janeiro in 1922. 


Federal troops sent against the re- 


bels so far have not displayed great 
energy, La Razon's informant adds, 
and give observers an impression of 
lack of discipline. 


"We have reliable information 


from a private source Indicating an 
important development in the situa- 
tion is imminent," La Razon said.

Dr. Arthur B. Walker entered a 


plea of Innocence in Justice Stevens' 
court Thursday 'Afternoon, to 
a 


.eBf&ge of assault to"ab great bodily 
injury on the person of Mrs. Amy 
Wolf. He was bound over to district 
court and released on $1,000 bond. 


Mrs. Wolf testified that on July 


11 she was kicked, choked, stuck 
with a hatpin, struck, cursed and 
showered with a bucketful of water 
ruining a new $85 dress, all at the 
hands of Dr. Walker whom she had 
known intimately for seven years. 
She ascribed his actions to a desire 
to end their relationship because of 
other women. 


She further stated that during the 


seven years of their relationship she 
had visited his office nearly every 
afternoon or evening. On the day of 
their differences she had gone to his 
office in the early evening and be- 
ing already suspicious, listened thru 
his office door as he made arrange- 
ments to go out joy riding with an- 
other woman. She was not jealous 
but merely disapproved, she said. 


Accompanying him to the postof- 


flce, she tried to dissuade him from 
entering the taxi he had called. This 
met with his disapproval and after 
soundly cursing her he choked her 
in a ruffianly manner.

Denies Prayer for Mandamus in 


Connection With Shutting 


a Water Supply. 


The City of Lincoln has been de- 


clared victor in the mandamus suit 
brought in district court bv Nicholas 
L. Whistler et al and the ruling es- 
tablished that the city has the right 
to cut off water from private proper- 
ty and refuse service until payment 
of back bill is made. R. A. Boehmer 
of the city's legal staff, represented 
the municipality.

The court finds that by the city 


charter, there is conferred power 
and authority to make water rents or 
taxes a lien upon the property and 
that reasonable rules and regulations 
should be enforced in all cases where 
there is no substantial dispute as to 
the correctness of the charge.

torth that before the plaintiff bought 
the property and took deed thereto, 
he knew and was fully advised that 
the-city had a claim against the pro- 
perty for water.

PAINTING BOYS BLACK. 


J)r. Krohn, State's Alienist, De 


clares Attempt Made to Cause 


World to Believe Youths 


Are Insane.

CHICAGO, July 17.—Attorneys en- 


gaged by the millionaire 
Leopold 


and Loeb families in an effort to 
save their sons from the gallows 
"are spreading vicious propaganda" 
which is intended to show the boys 
insane, representatives of the state 
charged today. 


The defense, according to Dr. 


William O. Krohn, state's alienist, 
Is attempting to paint the careers of 
young Nathan Leopold and Richard 
Loeb "even blacker than they really 
are so as to make the world believe 
the murderers are insane." 


Reports circulated that Leopold 


and Loeb had 
plotted 
to murder 


Loeb's younger brother before they 
changed their plans and killed four- 
teen-year-old Robert Franks instead 
were branded as "vicious lies" by 
Doctor Krohn. 
"The more heineous and diabolic, 


and numerous are the crimes that 
are laid at the doors of Leopold and 
Loeb, the more incomprehensible the 
university students will become to 
the man in the streets," Dr. Krohn 
explained in defense of his cluVges. 
"When a man does something you 
can't possibly conceive of doing, you 
will naturally explain it by saying, 
"Why, 
that rnan must be crazy.' " 


Reports given wide circulation to 


the effect the defense would try to 
show that Leopold and Loeb first 
planned to murder Loeb's younger 
brother, then 
plotted to kidnap 


Leopold's father, were denied vig- 
orously by Clarence Darrow, chief 
defense counsel. 
"Those are lies—nothing but lies," • 


Darrow said. 
Dr. Krohn, however, announced 


every precaution would be taken by 
the state to "spike" any such testi- 
mony should it be offered by the de- 
fense during the course of the trial 
which opens August 4. 


"The defense will use every means 


possible," Dr| Krohn predicted, "to 
have these murderers sent to an in- 
sane asylum instead of the gallows. 
They will try to make the jury be- 
lieve the boys are insane. They will 
paint the defendants blacker 
than 


they really are. They will try to 
show that they are 'different' from 
ordinary people. 
"A man may depart a long way 


from normal conduct of the 'average 
man' and still be very sane and .re- 
sponsible. 
"Take the so-called 'human spider' 


who earns his living by scrambling 
up the steep sides of tall office 
buildings. The average man prefers 
to be a doctor, clerk, or baker. He

ture writers. Visiting jurists will 
take up many more seats. Because 
of the small space left to spectators, 
the Tribune suggests it might broad- 
cast the trial to the country at large.

so. Just wash the surface with sad- 
dle soap, dry it, then rub it with a 
little lemon oil. Apply the oil with 
a soft bit of old flannel. Rub it in 
well, then polish with a dry flan- 
nel and you will be surprised at the 
difference in the appearance of your 
leather furniture. Leather cushions 
may be cleaned the same way, and 
oven lamp shades of leather respond 
to the treatment. 
Don't try to make the slip-covers 


last all Summer without washing 
them, if you happen to live where 
there is a groat doal of dust, and 
vou leave the windows open, for 
nothing looks as badly as dirty slips. 
They are easily done up and seem 
so much fresher and cooler-looking 
afterwards. If we are wise, we will 
buy a good quality of striped linen 
for the covers, which washes per- 
fectly, rather than the cheaper cre- 
tonnes which must be washed care- 
fully with salt in the water to keep 
their color. Even then the cretonne 
fades, even when we take the pre- 
caution of drying it in the shade and 
ironing it damp.

If wicker furniture becomes dirty 


and shabby looking take it outdoors 
and scrub it with good soapsuds. 
Then when dry it will be ready for 
a g-ood coat of varnish.

must be cleaned first. A short gar- 
den hose to attach to an outdoor 
tap may be used to wash the porch 
once or twice a week and keep it 
fresh. 
This also routs mosquitoes, 


spiders, and any other insects that 
may be lodged in the crevices. 


If the window screens are brushed 


with a stiff brush once a week, they 
will not clog with dust. Steam-heat- 


rs are ugly looking things when not

room, or 


ironzed, they are a bit less notice- 
ble.

We had to devise a plan 
under which this new, modern or- 
ganization could be counted upon to 
expand rapidly and function effec- 
tively if war comes again. This has 
resulted in a new, general mobiliz 


on plan, elastic enough to meet 
l possible emergency. 
The 'Defense Test' will be a dem- 


onstration of the army's mobilization 
plans to the army's stock holders, 
the citizens of the United States of 
America. We propose to call a 
meeting of our stockholders on Sep- 
tember 12, such as the board of di- 
rectors of every business 
concern

Wants People of Country to Know 


That Whole Plan for Defense of 


Nation Rests on Com- 


munity Effort.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—An Am- 


erican citizenship organization vol- 
untarily for its own protection will 
bij announced to the world lu the 
impending "defense test," Secretary 
of War Weeks said today in his 
second interview 'on 
the 
United 


States army's epochal war game in 
September. 


"We want the people of the coun- 


try to know," declared the secretary, 
"that our great citizen army of the 
United States consists of the divis- 
ions that served during the world 
war and that they belong to the 
various states and sections 
which 


contributed the largest numbers of 
men to them during that conflict. 


"But more than that, we want 


them to know that our whole plan 
for defense of the nation rests pri- 
marily upon community effort, that 
the means of protecting our nation 
has bee nequally and equitably dis- 
tributed in advance among all com- 
munities and that each will be called 
upon to perform a given task. We 
want each community to know what 
units of the army of the United 
States are its own. We want each 
community to feel a sense of owner- 
ship and pride in these. We want 
each citizen to know, so far as is 
practical in advance, just what or- 
ganization 
he would serve in if 


needed." 


In Case of Emergency 


"The 'defense test' should picture 


clearly how Americans will mobilize 
in the event of a future emergency. 
Under our present plans our citizens 
will collect themselves together nat- 
urally, and very much like our fore- 
fathers did in the American revolu- 
tion. They will assemble in neigh- 
borhood groups for their first train- 
ing. 
As this progresses neighbor- 


hood groups will join with neighbor- 
hood group, forming as they gather, 
companies, then battalions, 
regi- 


ments, 
brigades, divisions, corps, 


and finally armies. 


There is no question about the 


economy of such a concentration, or 
of its equitable distribution of the 
burden, but it is so highly decentra- 
lized that its success depends upon 
each community understanding and 
intelligently undertaking its full re- 
sponsibility. 
To be effective, 
the 


movements must be rapid and with- 
out confusion. 
The smoothness of 


the transition is dependent upon the 
perfection of the plans 
and their 


comprehension, not only by public 
officials, but by the general public.

They rushed selected young men to 
training camps to make officers out 
of them in three months time. They 
began buying land and building huge 
and expensive cantonments. 
After 


six months, masses of men were 
herded into huge camps. 
This of 


itself was crippling to our railroads 
and disturbed our whole commercial 
life."Then the young men crowded 
into units, shifted into other units, 
and trained with the greatest diffi- 
culty, distant from home ties and 
associations. A year and more pass- 
ed before American arms brought 
any appreciable relief to our hard 
pressed and discouraged allies. This 
is no criticism of anyone; it was in- 
evitable under the crcumstances; it 
will happen again with the 
same 


confusion and cost unless we are 
prepared to do otherwise. 


"The world war brought us new 


problems, and greatly increased our 
direct contact with the beliefs and 
ideas of all peoples. Many of them 
for their own interests have tried to 
persuade us to un-American ways of 
thinking. Some of our citizens as a 
result have become mentally con- 
fused. 
Because of our country's 


size, there is always the danger of, 
placing sectional or class interests 
above national. 


An American Victory 


"We hope that September 12 each 


community will hold patriotic exer- 
cises, such as should be held In com- 
memoration of a victory as remark- 
able as that obtained by* American 
arms in the battle of St Mihiel. 


"The 'defense test' will announce 


o the world the advent of a citizen- 
hip organized voluntarily for its 
wn security, as advocated by Wash- 
ngton, Hamilton, Jefferson and Cal- 
oun. 
This of itself should tend to 


revent war and be a potent factor 
n discouraging other nation=> now 
and in the future, from harboring 
eriously any hostile intent toward 
us."As a. nation we have accumulated 
more than 140 years of evidence that 
unpreparedness 
will not 
prevent 


war, Young Americans of every gen- 
eration have been called upon to 
defend their homes and fire-sides 
during the last sixty years we have 
>een engaged In four great wars 
none of our own seeking. Hoping tc 
avoid the civil war. Lincoln said 
TV'e are not enemies, but friends.'

PROMISING _GROP REPORT 


Minnesota Agriculture Statistician 


Declares Small Grain Outlook 


Very Hopeful. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 17 —One of 


the most promising crop reports in 
the history of the service was given 
out today by Paul J. H. Kirk, Minne- 
sota agriculture statistician. 


"General crops and weather condi- 


tions were very favorable the past 
week, • and for all small grains the 
outlook, particularly at this time, is 
promising," he said In his weekly re- 
port for the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and Minnesota 
department of agriculture. 


"Corn is still reported from ten 


days to two weeks behind on a state 
basis, and it ranges in height from 
one foot to knee high. The outcome 
of com depends largely on how early 
killing frosts come in the fall. 


"Harvesting of winter wheat and 


rye will soon be in full swing with 
both crops generally having good 
yields. 
"All other small grains are headed 


and early so>n grains are filling 
under nearly ideal conditions."

mination produced a mile away. All 
it does is to extend the area illumi-1 
nated without making any portion of ' 
it brighter. 
At five miles the case 


is twenty-five times worse. 


That is the problem in a nutshell 


—concentration. We can, of course, 
use a whole battery of searchlights 
and concentrate their beams upon 
the target. But at one mile it would 
take 
twenty-five 
sarchlights 
to 


maintain the beam at its original 
strength, at five miles—quite a prac- 
tical "ceiling" for an aeroplane—it 
would take 625 two-foot searchlights 
to produce and maintain that tor- 
rent of light which we see issuing 
from the mouth of any one search- 
light itself. Even then we could not 
"destroy" anything with it, though 
we might produce sunburns on the 
enemy's face! 


The only known way of keeping 


destructive power concentrated over 
a considerable range of projection is 
to fire a shot from a gun. 
So long 


as that shot keep's up its speed it 
maintains its destructive power in- 
tact, however far it flies. Aeroplanes 
flying several miles above us will 
have to be tackled by artillery or 
other material munitions. They can 
not be stopped by any rays known, 
or likely to be discovered. If we at- 
tempt to do so we are up against the 
imperfections of our present appara- 
tus. We are up against the proper- 
ties of space. We cannot defv the 
law of inverse squares. 


There is no ray peril. 
And even if it should ever rise, 


there would be no need for panic. 
All known radiatons have been dis- 
covered by physicists w o r k fn g 
serenly in their laboratories, with 
no hope of reward except a rare 
prize and the appreciation of their 
fellows. It is they who are the path- 
finders. 
And if an enemy of man- 


kind should find a new path and use 
his knowledge to the detriment ot 
his fellowmen. the phyicists wouW 
soon find a way of neutralising HTs 
activities.
